REMARKS 

As an initial matter. Applicants would like to thank the Examiner for his courtesy 
and helpfulness during two interviews with the Applicants' representative on September 19 
and September 20, 2005. In light of the discussion during those interviews, the foregoing 
amendments are now presented. 

Claims 1-8 remain pending. Claims 1-4 have been amended. Reconsideration 
and allowance of claims 1-8 is respectfully requested in light of the foregoing amendments 
and the following remarks. 

Submitted herewith is a certified English language translation of the Priority 
Document JP 2002-302009. As discussed in the Examiner Interview Summary mailed 
October 11, 2005, this translation should perfect Applicants' claim to priority for the 
present application. 

Claims 1-8 stand rejected under 35 USC § 112, second paragraph, for omitting 
essential stmctural relationships of elements. Independent claims 1,2, and 4 have each 
been amended to overcome this rejection. Specifically, the recitation of "the changeable 
piece" has been amended to recite that the changeable piece has a "material such that a 
radius distance between a tip section and a rotation axis is changeable by centrifugal force 
produced by the rotation of the rotation member." Claims 2 and 3 have also been 
amended to provide sufficient antecedent basis for the claimed phrases "feeding allowance 
operation" and "side," respectively. Withdrawal of these rejections is also requested. 
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In view of the above amendment. Applicants believe the pending application is 
in condition for immediate allowance. Favorable action on the application, including 
claims 1-8, is requested.
